Life With Purpose 


On Ju ly 4, 1826, Tho mas Jefferso n died o n the 
50th anniv ersary o f the Declaratio n o f Inde­ 
pendence, his mo st glo rio u s co ntribu tio n to hu ­ 
m an liberty . 
Bu t it was o nly o ne o f many things he did 
with his intellect and his pen to adv ance the 
dignity o f m an in a fru itfu l lifetime. 
; 
Scarcely a do cu ment o f impo rtance o r a 
mo mento u s decisio n was written o r made du r­ 
ing his lo ng career witho u t the inspiratio n o f 
his wo rds o r the co u nsel o f his dy namic in­ 
telligence. * 
Mo re than Geo rge Washingto n, himself, he 
fathered the repu blic fo r which he laid do wn 
bo th principle and practice, lending a hand 
wherev er his help was needed. When he was 
elected president in 1800, his mo st u sefu l wo rk 
already had been do ne. 
He was incapable o f being u seless, whatev er 
his perso nal circu m stances. On o ccasio ns when 
pu blic o ppo nents and perso nal enemies su c­ 
ceeded in whittling do wn his statu re as a pu blic 
figu re, he mo destly retired to priv ate life and 
m ade scho larly co ntribu tio ns to kno wledge that 
are still in daily u se. 
He believ ed there was no life witho u t pu rpo se 
and that the highest pu rpo se o f m an was to 
lead to ward light and sway fro m darkness. Al­ 
tho u gh his ideals hav e been tainted with partis­ 
anship since his death by po liticians who hav e 
u sed him selfishly , he was a selfless serv ant o f 
his o wn ideals du ring his lifetime. 
He had implicit co nfidence in m en’s ability to 
go v ern themselv es if they co u ld be sav ed fro m 
perso nal debasem ent and pu blic co rru ptio n. He 
and Benjamin Franklin, who m he rev ered and 
co nsidered his su perio r, were the first o f the 
American intellectu als. They nev er hav e been 
su rpassed in the breadth, depth and range o f 
their tho u ghts. 
Their co nceptio n o f what men hav e a right 
to be lo o ms far larger in 1957 than the bare 
anniv ersary o f an ev ent which co u ld no t hav e 
o ccu rred witho u t im pact o f their great tho u ghts.

A generatio n ago it was the ho t­ 
test thing o n rails. To day , it’s 
ready fo r the Smithso nian Insti­ 
tu te in Washingto n, D. C. 
That is the nu tshell sto ry o f 23 
y ears o f railro ading by the pio ­ 
neer 
Zephy r 
o f 
the 
Chicago , 
Bu rlingto n & Qu incy Railro ad, the 
first Diesel-po wered stream liner in 
America and in its day —1934— 
as mu ch a cu rio as a mu lti-engine 
jet airplane is to day . 
The 
pio neer 
m ade 
its 
first 
passenger ru n that y ear fro m Lin­ 
co ln to Kansas City . 
Until an anno u ncement recently 
by Bu rlingto n o fficials that the v en­ 
erable engine will be retired, it 
was still making daily ru ns in Mis­ 
so u ri. 
The pio neer Zephy r m ade rail­ 
ro ad histo ry o n May 26. 1934, when 
it made a famo u s “dawn to du sk” 
ru n fro m Denv er to Chicago , a 
distance o f 1.015 miles, to re-o pen 
Chicago 's Centu ry o f Pro gress E x ­ 
po sitio n. 
The engine attained a to p speed 
o f 1125 miles per ho u r o n the ru n. 
which was the first no n-sto p rail 
ho pe o f 
m o r* 
1.000 miles. The 
( o ta engine was o nce the hero o f 


and m ade pu blic appearances in 
mo re than 200 cities, being in­ 
spected by nearly 2 millio n peo ple. 
It ev en cu t its o wn birthday cake. 
In 1944, a 6-fo o t ro u nd, 1,047 -po u nd 
cake was set beside the tracks in 
Linco ln. As the train mo v ed slo wly 
thro u gh the statio n it triggered an 
8 -fo o t knife which sliced into the 
cake. 
The o riginal Zephy r was qu ickly 
fo llo wed by o thers, and the Bu r­ 
lingto n still sticks to the nam e 
“ Zephy r” fo r its stream liners. Oth­ 
er rail lines, to o , fo llo wed 
w i t h 
Diesel stream liners. 
Actu ally the pio neer Zephy r sig­ 
naled the beginning o f the end o f 
an era fo r railro ading—the steam 
lo co mo tiv e era. No w mo st o f the 
m ajo r lines u se Diesels ex clu siv ely 
fo r passenger trains and to a large 
ex tent fo r freights. 
In 1934, ibe pio neer Zephy r’s 600- 
ho rsepo wer Diesel engine was co n­ 
sidered a giant. To day it is swarfed 
by the 5,000-ho rsepo wer and u p­ 
ward Diesels in u se. 
Bu rlingto n o fficials said the en­ 
gine pro bably will be o ffered to

Eisenhower

available about 131,500 pounds of 
uranium 235 for peaceful atomic 
uses at home and abroad. 
The allocation brought the total 
amount of such atomic m aterial 
earmarked for that program 
to 
100,000 kilograms, or about 220,000 
pounds. 
In

statement, 
eisenhower 
said: “ Distribution of special nu­ 
clear m aterial will be subject to 
prudent safeguards against diver­ 
sion of the m aterials to non peace­ 
ful purposes.’* 
The President estimated that at 
current prices fixed by the Atom­ 
ic Energy Commission last No­ 
vember, the value of the approx­ 
imately 220,000 pounds of uranium 
235 to be sold or leased under the 
program is about $1,700,000,000.

Medical Teamwork 
Makes Possible 
Heart Operation 


CLEVELAND t/P) — A surgeon 
Wednesday 
praised 
the 
medical 
teamwork that made possible an 
operation on a 54-year-old Toledo 
man whose heart would not func­ 
tion, on its own. 


The patient is John Krull. whose 
condition was reported as “fair, 
but still critica l” after an opera­ 
tion on the aortic valve Tuesday. 
rull cam e to Huron Road Hos­ 
pital June 14 for an operation. The 
aortic valve was blocked and only 
a 
trickle 
of 
blood 
could 
flow 
through. 


Doctors said tnat a score of 
times in the last three days the 
heart stopped beating entirely for 
periods of 10 seconds. 
The hospital got from Western 
Reserve 
University 
a 
machine 
called a pacemaker, which pro­ 
duces a heart beat by electrical 
stimulation. 
Dr. John Storer. heart surgeon, 
wanted to hold off operating until 
Krull improved. 
But the shock from the pacemak­ 
er was painful, and when the de­ 
vice 
was 
disconnected, 
doctors 
said, rail's heart refused to func­ 
tion on its own. 
Deciding to operate, Dr. Storer 
faced the problem of moving Krull 
from the fourth floor to the first 
floor operating room without dis­ 
connecting the pacemaker for any 
length of time. 
Using extension cords borrowed 
from Ea st Cleveland police, doc­ 
tors wheeled rull from his room 
through corridors to the elevator 
without 
breaking 
electrical 
con­ 
tact. 
The 
pacemaker 
over 
Krull’s 
chest was plugged into a light 
socket in the elevator and rail 
was lowered to the first floor. 
Dr. Storer 
said 
Krull 
has 
a 
chance of recovery. 
The pacemaker has been discon­ 
nected and the patient’s heart is 
functioning on its own at a nor­ 
mal rate.

FULLY COOKED HAM 


Blueberry griddle cakes are a 
summer favorite at our house for 
Sunday breakfasts. We never mind 
preparing them because we bake 
them on an electric skillet right 
at the table. When the weather’s 
right, breakfast is served on patio 
or porch 
and then 
skillet 
and 
electric coffee-maker are easily 
transported and plugged into out­ 
door outlts. 
Along with the pancakes go ma­ 
ple syrup, of course, and crisp ba­ 
con slices. We usually cook the 
bacon in the electric skillet in 
the kitchen while we are putting 
the pancake batter together; then 
we pour off the bacon fat because 
we like to use a little butter or 
margarine in the skillet for bak­ 
ing the griddle cakes. If you want 
a change from bacon, you’ll find 
a grilled ham steak is also a deli­ 
cious go-along. 
This recipe for griddle cakes 
calls for a cup of fresh blueber­ 
ries. But sometimes by the time 
we have come to the last two or 
three cakes, there aren’t any ber­ 
ries left in it. So we throw in 
some extra berries and everyone 
is satisfied. 
Although these griddle cakes are 
the regulation large ones, each 
made with 1-3 cup batter, they’re 
definitely on the light and airy 
side. 
Blueberry Griddle Ca kes 
Ingredients: 1% cups sifted flour, 
21* teaspoons double-acting bak­ 
ing powder, % teaspoon salt, 2 ta­ 
blespoons sugar. 2 eggs (separat­ 
ed), 1 J4 cups milk. 3 tablespoons 
butter or margarine (melted),, 1 
cup blueberries. 
Method: Sift together the flour, 
baking powder, salt and sugar. 
Beat egg whites with rotary beat­ 
er (hand or electric) until they 
hold peaks that flop over slightly 
when beater is slowly withdrawn. 
Without washing beater, beat egg 
yolks and milk together u n t i l 
combined. Add sifted dry ingre­ 
dients and melted butter and stk 
quickly together just until flour 


mixture is moistened. Fold in the 
beaten egg whites. Cook on a hot 
lightly greased griddle or skillet, 
allowing about 1-3 cup batter for 
each griddle cake. Turn to brown 
other side when bubbles form ov­ 
er surface. Makes about 14 pan-: 
cakes, each about 4 inches across.:

Questions and Answers 


Today ’s first inq uiry deals with 
v ision. 
Q — What is nig ht blindness and 
is there any cure for it? 
A — Nig ht blindness is usually 
defined as the inability .to see well 
in a dim lig ht. In some instances 
this seems to be the result of a 
deficiency of Vitamin A in the 
diet and g reat improv ement may 
take place if it is g iv en in suitable 
q uantities. 
Q — A friend is hav ing periods 
of amnesia lasting from a few 
minutes to an hour or so. The 
jspells seem to be lasting long er. 
This person was struck by lig ht­ 
ning nearly 30 y ears ag o and was 
ill for three weeks at that time. 
He was also a heav y drinker until 
sev eral months ag o. 
A — It is ex tremely difficult 
ev en to g uess at an ex planation for 
these losses of memory without 
much more 
information* 
It 
is 
probable that they do reflect dam­ 
ag e to some portion of the brain, 
howev er. The problem is to find 
whether this is an old damag e 
or the effect or something new, 
such as a brain tumor or infection. 
It will perhaps take many tests 
and ex treme skill to find out what 
is at fault. 
Q — Is it true that rheumatic 
fev er often follows infectious hep­ 
atitis? 
A — I don’t think so. Rheuma­ 
tic fev er usually follows a strep­ 
tococcus infection of the throat; 
infectious hepatitis is caused by a 
v irus. 
Q — I am writing to ask about 
the adv isability of allowing food 
to remain ov ernig ht in little alum­ 
inum pots and pans. 
A — The subject of possible 
dang er to health from cooking in 


aluminum 
containers 
has 
been 
ex tensiv ely inv estig ated. It is re­ 
liably reported that no harm is 
done. Howev er, I should q uestion 
the desirability of leav ing food in 
aluminum pots or pans — or any 
other container — for too long . 
Q _ What is the usual time that 
one can become preg nant after the 
cessation of menstruation at the 
menopause? 
A — This q uesion keeps coming 
up time and time ag ain. Phy si­ 
cians are reluctant to answer spe­ 
cifically since there hav e been 
many surprises. Nev ertheless, it 
is said that preg nancy is unlikely 
after the ag e of 50 and more than 
one y ear after complete cessation 
of the menses. 
Q — Can a person catch cancer 
when drinking hot water or eating 
hot foods? Will drinking water at 
120 deg rees cause cancer? 
A — Hot water and hot foods 
are not recog nized as a cause of 
cancer, of course too hot sub­ 
stances may injure the delicate 
tissues of the mouth or throat 
and indeed may cause burns.

iu Gve in the United States o f America. You are an 
American. 


Real Americans like their country. They are proud of it. 
They think it is a good place to live. And they want to keep 


it good—to keep it getting better and better all the time. 


Why is America the way it is? ’ _at makes It a good 
place to live? The answer is simply this: 


Throughout our history most Americans have believed 
that every person has certain rights and duties and 
responsibilities. 


Americans have believed that there are certain things 
that people should do, and other things they should 
not do. 


They have also believed in certain things that people 
are, and are not. 


These things that people believe are called principles. This 
book is an attempt to state the Principles of America in 
simple, primer fashion so that you can understand them, 
learn them, and remember them. 


This is important. It was because earlier Americans be­ 
lieved in these principles and guided their lives by them, 
that America has grown to be the good place it is. 


If all of us learn and remember these principles—if we 
«Iso guide our lives by them—then we can help to keep 
America growing better, and better, and better. 


And if we follow these Principles of America, we can 


help make the world a better place to live in, too. 


The Principles of America are these ..« 


1. Each Person is of Importance and Value as 
an Individual. 


This is the cornerstone • • • the foundation of all our other beliefs 
in a person’s right to live his own life, to speak for himself, to 
choose and change his leaders. 
From it comes our hatred of those “isms” under which the 
Individual has no value or importance as a person, but is only 
one of many unimportant people who have to live the way their 
leaders tell them to. 


Coming directly from that first principle are two other 
principles that are also part of the foundation of Ameri­ 
canism. 


2. We Believe that All Men should Enjoy Per­ 
sonal Freedom. 


3. We Believe that AH Men are Created Equal. 


It is worth noting that the Declaration of Independence ex­ 
pressed the belief that “all men are created equal.” It did not 
state or imply a belief that men develop equally or have equal 
ability, or that they should ever be forced to an exact equality 
o f thought, speech or material possessions. 
That would be equality without freedom. Americans have 
always believed the two should go together. 
From the days of the Declaration of Independence and the 
writing of the Constitution, Americans have known that 
even though Life, Liberty, and other unalienable rights 
are granted to man by his Creator, they require some pro­ 
tection by man himself. 
So, in our Constitution, and in other laws of our land, 
there are set down principles to protect the rights and free­ 
doms and equality of individuals. And these principles play 
an important part in keeping America a good place in 
which to live. 


4. The Right to Freedom of Speech. 


This includes freedom of the press, of radio, of motion pictures, 
of every means by which man may express his thoughts on any 
subject. 


5. The Right to Freedom of Assembly. 


As we believe in the right of individual action, so we believe that 
individuals should be free to act together for the benefit of all. 
This IS Democracy. 


6. The Right to Freedom of Worship. 


Not only is the individual free to worship as he will, but religions 
themselves are free and equal • • . regardless of their size or 
their beliefs. 


7. The Right to Security of Person and 
Property. 


Not just one, but three Amendments to the Constitution (4th, 
5th and 14th) protect against illegal search and seizure, or loss 
of life, liberty, or property, without “due process of law.” 


8. The Right to Equal Protection before the 
Law. 


As individuals are equally important, so laws must apply equally 
to all, without special privileges for any particular individuals 
or groups. 


9. The Right to Freedom from Slavery. 


This includes “the right to quit,” for no individual may be 
forced to work for another. 


10. The Right to Petition the Government. 


The legally guaranteed right of the individual to “petition the 
government for redress of grievances” is evidence of the Ameri­ 
can belief that government is the servant, not the master, of the 
people. 


11. The Right to Vote for people of your choice. 


This is the individual’s most potent weapon in the protection of 
his rights and freedoms . . . a weapon that to be effective must 
be constantly and wisely used. 


The Principles of America hold that every 
man has... 


12. The Right to a Good Education. 


13. The Right to Live where he pleases. 


14. The Right to Work where he wants to. 
i 
15. The Right to Join and Belong to an Organ­ 
ization. 


16. The Right to Own Property. 


17. The Right to Start his Own Business. 


18. The Right to Manage his Own Affairs. 


19. The Right to Make a Profit or to Fail, 
depending on his Own Ability. 


There are other, similar rights of individual action which 
are Principles of America, but all of these individual rights 
may be combined in these two broad principles . . . 


20. Every Man is entitled to Freedom and 
Equality of Opportunity. 


21. Every Man may Earn his Living When, 
Where, and How he wants to. 
There are also Limiting Principles... 


Principles of individual freedom sometimes clash with those 
of individual equality. Therefore our rights as individuals 
must be limited, and those limitations are themselves prin­ 
ciples. 


22. The Rights of any Individual shall not 
Interfere with the Equal Rights of Other 
Individuals. 


Your right to swing your arms stops where the other fellow’s 
nose starts, 


23. The Rights of any Individual shall not 
, Interfere with the Welfare of the People 
as a Whole> 


Freedom of speech does not give the individual the right to 
shout “fire” in a crowded theatre. 


24. Every Individual owes Obedience to the 
Laws under which he Lives. 


The individual has the right to talk against a law, to work and 
vote to change that law, but NOT to disobey that law. 


Principles that are Patterns of Behavior... 


Many of our principles of individual freedom and equality 
are guaranteed to us by law. 


But we have other beliefs, other general rules of action 
and conduct that have grown to the status of principles. 
They have stood the test of time. They have worked. They 
have become a basic part of the way we live and of the way 
we look at things. 


These principles, too, are foundations of Americanism. 
They are as true, if not more true, today than they were in 
1850 or in 1750. 


If America stays free, they will still hold true in 2050. 


25. Every Man shall be Judged by his Own 
Record. 


A man’s family background, his race or his religion, is not as 
important as what that man himself can do, for Americans be­ 
lieve a man must stand on his own feet. 


26. Every Man is Free to Achieve as much as 
he can. 


We believe that where any boy may become President, where 
any man may achieve greatness, there is the greatest incentive 
for every man to do his best. 


27. To Achieve anything, a Man should be 
Willing to Work. 


Americans have always known that “you don’t get something 
for nothing,” that to get anything takes a willingness to work 
and to work hard. 


28. Achievement also Depends upon the 
. 
Ability to do a Good Job. 


Add to “willingness to work” the ability to produce results and 
the combination is the basis for most individual achievement 
in our country. 


29. Every Man has the Right to a Fair Share 
of the Results of his Work and his Ability. 


Because of this belief, America has not only produced more 
goods, but they have been more fairly and more widely 
shared by more people than in any other country. 


30. Security is the Ability of a Man to Provide 
for himself. 


The only true security for any individual is the opportunity, the 
ability, and the determination to work and plan and save for his 
own present and future. Self-reliance is vital to individual in­ 
dependence and personal freedom. No man can be “proud and 
free” who depends on others for his security. 


31. When an Individual cannot Provide his 
own Security, the Responsibility should be 
Assumed by Others. 


We believe that no one should starve, or be without adequate 
clothing and shelter, so those who have more than their basic 
needs share the responsibility of providing the essentials of 
security for those who need help. 


Printed as a Public Service by 
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32. Every Individual must Deal Fairly with 
other Individuals. 


Honesty, fairness, and personal integrity are virtues that help 
free and independent individuals get along with each other with­ 
out losing their independence. 


33. Fair and Free Competition is a Good Thing. 


Americans have always believed that competition among in­ 
dividuals or groups encourages greater effort which in turn 
brings greater benefits to all. 


34. Cooperation among Individuals is Vitally 
Important. 


P r esid en t E isenh o w er h as sa id : “The freed om to compete 
vigorously accompanied by a readiness to cooperate whole­ 
heartedly for the performance of community and national func­ 
tions, together make our system the most productive on earth.’* 


Principles of Individual Responsibility.. # 


Freedom for individuals carries with it an equal responsi­ 
bility to use that freedom wisely. Therefore, if we wish to 
remain free, we must faithfully fulfill our responsibilities 
as free men. 


35. The Individual is Responsible for himself 
and his Family. 


He must protect them and provide for their present and futura 
well-being. 


36. The Individual has Responsibilities to the 
Groups of which he is a Part. 


He must give of his best to his community, his church, his em-' 
plover, his union, and to every group in which individuals co­ 
operate for their mutual benefit. 


37. The individual has Responsibilities to his 
Country. 


He must be an active citizen, interesting himself in local, states 
and national government, voting wisely, thinking and speaking 
and acting to preserve and strengthen freedom, equality anil 
opportunity for every individual. 


38. The Individual has Responsibilities to tho 
World. 


Man’s horizons have expanded. What happens in the world 
affects him, and his actions can affect the world. Today, there­ 
fore, each man has a responsibility to act-—and to encourage 
his country to act—so that freedom and cooperation will be 
encouraged among the people and the nations of the world. 


For America’s Future 


Most of us are still confident of ourselves and of our coun­ 
try. We do not claim perfection. But we have faith in our 
ability to move forward, to improve, to grow, to provide 
more and more individuals with more and more of every­ 
thing they want and need in life. . . 


If we, the people of the United States, want to have more 
material benefits, we must believe in and follow these two 
principles: 


39. The only way we can Have More is to 
Produce More; and 


40. As we Produce More, we must make it 
possible for More and More People to 
Enjoy that which we Produce. 


If we, the people of the United States, want to have a 
better life, spiritually as well as materially. . . 


41. We must stand firmly for our Beliefs, our 
Rights, our Principles. 


Walt Whitman, writing nearly 100 years ago, put it thii 
way: 


“There is no week, nor day, nor hour when tyranny may not 
enter upon this country if the people lose their supreme con­ 
fidence in themselves. . 


There are those who would chip away our confidence so 
that their special brand of tyranny might creep into Amer­ 
ica. They must not succeed. So, let us ask of every plan, 
or act, or idea . . .
